The rise of two of the great eastern 
relisions, Mohammedanism and Bud. 
rlh sm, was the topic of d scusslon nt 
the first meeting of the Historical 
Club held at the home of Professor 
VTaugh last night. A. Ktrschberg de- 
livered the first paper on "The K: fe of 
Mohammedanism;" whfe c. H. Peters 
spoke on " The Rise of Buddhism." An 
Informai discuss. on. In which a large 
number of the members Joined, follow - 
•ed the reading of the papers. 

K. 0. Know les called the meeting to 
order. Then the minutes of the las; 
meeting were read, announcing that 
s x members had been aided to the 
club in the persons of Messrs. M. 0 
Ballantyne, 1>. K. Poran, H. G. Lafleur 
•T. de M. Marier. A. Watt, A. 1.. Stein. 
Mr. Xnow'.es remarked that he was 
pleased to note among those present 
P-r. Fryer, .-.r.d Mr. MacDonald, an ex- 
change student from Aberdeen Uni- 
vers ty, Mr. A. Kirschberg was then 
cal ed upon to read h.s paper. 

The >peake.- first to"d of the sur- 
roundings Into wh ch Mohammed was 
bom. He then went on to relate how. 
dissat'ffied with the idolatien of his 
people, he came to believe that he was 
the prophet rf Aliah. He believed his 
mission to be to restore the rei gicn of 
Abraham and Ishraael to its pur ty. 
His outcry a pairs: idolatry turned his 
own tr be aga r.st h'm- and had to fiee 
for h's life to Medina. 

"Mohammed never originally intend- 
ed t; preach a new rei-gion. He mere- 
Jy demanded, in the name of A'lah, 
the saîn? Is am (that is submlss on) 
•' at Moses, Jesus, and former pro- 
phets had demanded of their nation. 
But the non-acceptance of the Arabian 
jtrophet by the Jews or Christians soon 
led h m lb change th s attitude. He 
turned .-. rcrrsslve- He became most 
vehement and preached "war to the 
mfid-Y' 

Mohammed never considered the 
universality of n's m'sslon. He was 
merely to undertake the Arabian part 
of it. Thit his religion became uni- 
versal is C circumstances, w hich 
had 1 ttle to d ■ with its origin. 
Mohammed was always sincere, and 
always dec'ared h'mself an ord'tiarj 
m«n. It was future generations who 
ascribed to him the wondeis and sin- 
lessness of the other prophets. 
Mohammedan relig'on is not the same 
as that which was handed down by 
by Mohammed In the Koran. Doctr ne 
and dogma ciept in- largely through 
the efforts of the non-Arabic Mos- 
lems. The Intercession of sa nts be- 
came indispensable to -he community 
of S*<iammed, for whom A'lah be- 
came too exalted for d'rect contrit. 

Having dealt with the religions ex- 
paoslon of Mohammedan 'am, the 
epealtci then turner to lis political ex- 
pansion. 

"The (jreat convers'orjs to Islam 
can hardly be attributed to anything 
Siut the latent energy "f the Arab'ari 
race, having found favorable soil for 
its development This energy, however 
was not of a miss onary kind. Nations 
were a'lowed lo adhere to their relig- 
ions povlded the) helped fi 1 the Mos- 
lem exchequer. Those who subjerted 
mlilions of non-Aràl>s to tlie *tate 
founded by M hammed were no o pon- 
tic*. They were generals whose strat- 
egic talents would have remained h'd- 
Cf.n but for Mohammed."

Dr. Kllncberg', who Is n Montreal 
man, residing at 4050 Dorchester St., 
West, sa ls on Friday on beard fie» 
Cltnarder Antonln. to begin bis re- 
search In Europe* where he will con- 
t'nuo his investigation of suiterlorlty 
between groups selected from differ- 
ent pcop'es to secure possib'o racial 
or national differences through speed 
and accuracy tests. ■ 

Dr. Klineberg's conclusions arrived 
at after doing pioneer psychological 
work among the different groups, 
proved Interesting nnd even supriscd 
him as he frequently secured results 
which were unexpected. 

"Thero is evidence," lie declared, 
"that the Hupcr.'ority of white over In- 
d an and negro children in perform- 
ance tests is largely, If not entirely, a 
superiority In scores for time. There Is 
superiority and in some cases an in- 
feriority in the scores for accuracy of 
performance. 

"There Is evidence that the greater 
speed of the performance of tho while 
child, which is responsible for the bet- 
ter scores for time, is more probably 
determined by environment than by 
raoial difference. There s some evi- 
dence, too, that other racial groups arc 
at least the equal of the whites In the 
ability to learn or to prof I by experl 
ence. Finally, there is no evidence for 
an improvement in scoro on the per-

The opening meeting of the Osier 
Society was beld yesterday, Tho Pre- 
sident, Pntil Michael, wan In the chair. 
Two papers were presented, the first, 
by Homer patman on "Tho- History 
of Dissection," the second on "Sir 
Christopher Wren" by Paul Michael. 
Among the visitors present were: Pro 
fcusor F. K. I.loyd, Professor Ramsay 
Traquait-, and Dr. Bontty. 

The first speaker reviewed tho his- 
tory of the development of dissection 
The view Hint It was sacrilege to In- 
terfere in any way with tho human 
body resulted in tho use ot the bod- 
ies of animals. Hippocrates and the 
Greek School depended almost entirely 
on this type of dissection. Human an- 
atomy wis practised In Alexandria by 
Ilerophllus and Aristratus under the 
Ptolemy Kings. They even went so 
far as to uso the bodies ot condemned 
criminals for dissection before death. 
Their follow ers abandoned this method 
and fell back on speculation. Clalcn 
In Homo considered himself lucky be 
cause he had seen a complete human 
skeleton once in his lifetime, flc sys 
tematized anatomy, unlng animals for 
dissection purposes and his leaching 
dominated nnatomlcal thought for 
many centuries. 

Nothing is beard of dissection 
throughout, the dark ages —when It was 
again regarded as sacrilege. Leonardo 
da Vinci nnd Vesallus stand al the 
beginning of the period of nn anatomy 
based on actual dissection, rather than 
on speculation and blind acceptance 
of Galon's teachings. The subjects for 
anatomy were nt this time and fnr 
many years after very difficult to ob- 
tain. Universities considered It a great 
event If they bad a dissection oniie 
or twice a year. In ISngtnud only the 
bodies of murderers could be used for 
tho purpose. This scarcity resulted In 
the development of the practise >f 
body-snntchlng, so common In the IStli 
and early lltth centuries. Tho pausing 
of the Anatomy Act In 1S32 removed 
tho necessity for this phase of anat- 
omical activity. 

Or. Hentty, Assistant Professor of 
Annlomy, In commenting on the pnper, 
gave some Interesting observation* on 
the process of embalming used by the 
early Egyptians, This Identical process 
has been found In later times among 
the natives of New Guinea and Peru.

ARRANGEMENT OF COURSES 

V^OMPI.AINTS are bolus continually made by students in various faculties 
concerning the arrangement of courses. Many of these complaints are 
■well founded. The following 'm an example— Why should a Eirst Year Com- 
merce student be forced to take Chemistry as an optional study, when of his 
own wish, and it would appear, for his own cood, he would rather lake Eco- 
nomics or English Composition 

It would seem to be better that a Commerce student, wlsh'ng to take Hon- 
ors In Economics should be allowed to take an Economics course In his first 
year Instead of Chemistry. True there are other options which he might 
take, but as far as he Is concerned they are as far away from the point as 
Chemistry is. ' 

The argument i« brought up that every student should have a liberal 
education. Pu; liberal education falls far short when a student lakes up a 
course because he Is forced to. The fact of the matter Is that he has learned 
the subject to forget it. which will probably have happened a short time after 
he has written his examination. The Commerce students takes Chemistry: 
the B.A., M.D.. Sociology, the Prc-Medical Restoration, English Literature; 
— all of which will be forgotten wltfi the greatest possible basic. 

If there must be options, why can it not be arranged so that English 
Composition should have a prominent place? 

English Composition is of perhaps of greater use than any of the options 
which can be taken, and yet it is practically completed with a course in 
first year. Tliere is a course given in the last three years of Arts, but is 
at such a time as to conflict with one of the several options. 

TVc feel that English Composition should he given a more important place 
on the curricula of the Faculty of Arts and the School of Commerce.

few years ago. Now, in the "Mad 
Cat'ows" sh r gives us another splendid 
study of rural 1 fc. 

The story deals with Misa RuWol'S 
Who lived In Iho Hollows with Hie 
other struggling' rarmers. Itayllss Car- 
èw was tho scion or a wealthy family 
or farmers. The fan'w's were haled 
for the r meanness, the r grasp tlx, 
spiv t; they were vl bans oui tliej 
were Irrcslstable. 

It Is i he mystery of Uayl'ns Carcw 
tiiat forms the Intriguing part of this 
peculiar book's plot, When lilsa was 
adolescent , she caught Hayilss be ng 
cruel to a horse. She hated him. 

By and by. w hen she was a I I tie 
older, a stranger came. "There was 
somthlng about ills body, a sucgest 
ion of power— not mere phys'cl power 
but power of n k'nd for which Elan 
had no name. It was In a spread or 
his shoulders, In the outward, 'humor- 
ous set of his Jaw, even In It's crisp 
light-brown hair." The stranger was 
.lo e Tracy, a wanderer of not much ac- 
count. 

But we wrote letters to Eisa .and the 
goss lis talked. Monmvhi e Bayllss fell 
in love with Eisa. Miss lllldret'.i Car- 
ew, Bayllss' aunt, then had a talk with 
Eisa, and seemed to assume that she 
would marry him.

To say tho least this Is one of tlie 
most delightful books of poetry that 
has come out In some time. In con 
trust lo the modernistic free verse 
which scorns to have hecomo the spec 
al pet of budding poets this young 
writer c'othes li s ideas in a metro and 
rhyme that flows so spontaneously 
and muslca'.iy' one Is constrained to 
read th 0 whole book at a single s't 
ting. 

t'ountieo Cullen, tho author, was 
born In 1003, in Now Vork City, and 
though a negro, '.lis work seems to 
have been wrought moro with tho 
nimble f ngcrs of a Nordic. Ho has 
won numerous literary prizes, and 
now stands In tho forefront of tho 
youngor poets of America, "Most 
things I write," îio says. "1 do for

"nice of II"' of' 'clsrh rcyen's I as 
omlng from a group of nono too In- 
telligent people; Klwanlans, Itotarans 
and I5vang0llsls for the most part. 

It Is somo years now slneo atten- 
tion Wfts f'rst il recleil to the works of 
I'lioodoro Drolser. Previous to the 
llmo of his discovery ho had dona 
most of his writing for The Delineator 
and s'mllnr publication; his style was 
somewhat cumbersome, and even .... 
day lacks I ho grace and enso so char- 
notortsllo of Cabell or Van Vechten 
Ills latest volume, however. Chain*, 
a series of short novels and stor es, 
serves as ample proof of the far; 
that Dreiser i H siowly developing a 
moro rcariahlo sty'e. . What is part'e- 
ultir grat fying to observe n this 
connection Is tho fart that with his 
Improvement In style, tho ability to 
closely and accurately portray so 
many différent typeH of persons is as 
acuta as was n his earlier works. 

Tho small space which the editor of j 
this column allows his contributors ! 
makes It impossible to treat Chains as 
fully as It deserves, and so. a brief ex- 
amination of two stories yhich th s 
writer cons'ders outstanding must suf- 
fice. Sanctuary and Phantom Gold me 
both excellent examples of Dreiser's 
gen us as a fine delineator of character. 
Ir. Sanctuary wo have, in addition, a 
particularly well-drawn p'cture of a 
stratum of society that many writers 
profer to gloss over hastily, or else to 
treat in a manner likely to arouse the 
baser Instincts within us. Dreiser has 
scrupulously avoided both pitfalls. It is 
d fflcult lo recall at the moment any 
piece of writing: in which the not tin- 
usual typo of mean, illiterate and 
grasping farmer Is better portrayed 
than n Phantom Gold. Around the 
family yueder, who are the principals 
of this tale. Is woven a plot of particu- 
lar simplicity yet of deep and con- 
t'nuod Interest. 

Though they differ entirely in sub- 
ject matter, and analogy may perhaps 
he drawn between tho two stories 
nbovo-mciit oned and Free the open- 
ing tale of an earlier collect on »>:' 
short subjects by the same author. 
Tho comparison reveals, what has 
boon said above, namely; that Drei- 
sers stylo improved vastly, and that 
Ills doser ptlvo powers have not In 
any respect deteriorated.
